SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  house  numbering  system,  encompassinji  every  residence  in  Deerfield,  was^  through 
the  diligence  of  the  committee,  completed.  This  allows  the  Volunteer  Fire  Department- 
Police  Department,  Rescue  Sc^uad  ana  the  Raymond  Ambulance  Service  to  locate  the  party 
in  need  of  assistance.  The  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  the  comiiiittee  members  who  gave 
of  their  time  and  worked  lon^^  hours  on  this  project,  with  special  thanks  to  Mr  John 
Brinkler  for  doing  the  map  work  necessary. 

Because  the  Town  of  Deerfield  is  at  approximately  one -third  of  what  the  Department 
of  Revenue  Administration  considers  100^3  valuation,  the  Selectmen  could  foresee  the 
day  when  we  would  have  the  choice  of  doing  the  revaluation  or  having  the  Department 
of  Revenue  Acumnistration  come  in^  do  the  work  and  present  us  with  the  bill.  For 
several  years  now  we  have  voted  at  Town  Meeting  to  have  money  set  aside  for  this  pro- 
,iect.  This  coming  year  we  are  asking  at  Town  Meeting  to  let  us  start  the  revaluation 
using  our  own  assessor  Paul  Brown  of  Raymond,  who  we  feel  will  do  the  work  at  a  sub 
stantial  saving. 

On  Deceaiber  31st  we  had  the  resignation  of  Police  Chief  Camilla  Cote  for  business 
reasons.  The  Police  Department  reorgani^ation  is  being  carried  out  linder  Acting 
Police  Chief  Paul  Dewey.  V/e  are  planning  for  an  officer  to  be  on  duty  full  time  and 
to  answer  the  calls  for  assistance. 

Due  to  the  ever  increasing  rate  of  interest  charged  on  borrowing  money  and  the 
large  amounts  borrowed  this  past  year  to  meet  our  obligations,  we  feel  that  we  should 
go  to  semi  annual  collection  of  taxes  July  1st  and  December  1st.  Several  tovms  in 
the  area  are  doing  this  and  have  substantially  reduced  their  interest  payments.  The 

.'ocedure  would  be  that  one  half  your  previous  year '  s  tax  vjould  be  due  July  1st . 
The  remainder  would  be  figured  on  the  new  tax  rate  and  be  due  December  1st.  The  legal 
basis  for  our  action  is  RSA  76:15-b. 

The  road  project  on  Middle  Road  is  near  completion.  There  is  additional  shim  to 
be  applied  in  good  weather.  This  year  we  are  asking  for  projects  on  the  Old  Center 
Road  and  the  Mt.  Delight  Road.  Shimmng  in  most  areas  on  good  Class  V  blacktop 
roads  allows  us  to  keep  up  road  surface  at  minimal  cost. 

Winterizing  the  Soldiers'  Memorial  Building  was  done  by  Mr.  Fred  Dodge  and  should 
show  savings  on  the  fuel  bill. 

Microfilming  of  the  toi-m  recoids  was  completed  and  a  microfilm  reader  has  been 
•nurchased. 

Land  one  acre  plus  has  been  purchased  from  Mr.  Richard  St.  Hilaire  for  an  ex  ■ 
■o-^nsion  of  the  Old  Center  Cemetery. 

Due  to  the  resignation  of  Frederick  McQarry,  Health  Officer  and  Philip  Bilodeau, 
—sistant  Health  Officer  the  Selectmen  nominated  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  the 
name  of  Larry  Erickson  to  fill  this  vacancy.

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iA/IUWICIPAL  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 

The  proposed  Tomi  Budget  for'' 1932  and  the  1982-83  School  Budget,  which  are  in  this 
Tom   Report  represent  what  the  IVIBC  feels  is  an  ade-^uate  expenditure  to  maintain  town .  • 
assets  and  services.  The  town  already  has  met  the  recommendation  of  the  5 -year  Capi- 
tal Improvement  Program  dated  January  1979  (Master  Plan  for  Deerf ield) . 

In  order  to  just  maintain  basic  town/school  needs,  it  is  inevitable  that  taxes  must 
rise.   Inflation  and  the  cost  of  materials  plus  a  reduction  in  state  and  federal  rev- 
enues make  this  a  fact. 

Last  year's  anticipated  tax  rate  when  finally  set  by  the  Revenue  Administration  in 
Concord  was  increased  at  least  ^52/ 1000  due  to  a  reduction  in  actual  state  revenues. 
Another  $l/lOOO  increase  was  due  to  additional  assessment  by  the  County.   1982  will 
have  further  decreases  in  offsetting  revenues.  Thus  the  tomi  udll  have  to  bear  the 
burden  of  higher  taxes  if  the  level  of  present  services  are  to  be  maintained. 

The  ivBC  feels  the  School  Board  should  be  highly  commended  for  adopting  a  new  concept 
(4 -day  week)  in  educational  administration  in  order  to  maximize  effectiveness  of  each 
dollar  spent.  Wot  only  is  there  a  savings  to  the  taxpayer  but  indications  are  that 
the  quality  of  education  has  improved,  and  there  is  enthusiasm  by  students  staff 
parents  and  administration.   One  word  of  caution  at  this  time:  the  proposed  educational 
budget  is  based  on  continuing  the  four -day  program.  Should  thn  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion decide  to^ disallow  the  program  for  1982-83.  a, special  School  Meeting  must  be  call- 
ed to  approve  a  revised  budget. 

A  consensus  of  the  MBC  feels  the  Selectmen  should  consider  sei^i -annual  tax  collection. 
At  current  interest  rates,,  it  is  now  costing  the  town  approximately  $20^000  a  year  to  • 
borrow  operating  money  prior  to  receiving  tax  revenues  in  December.   In  addition ;,  the 
ivffiC  feels  that,  as  the  major  expenditure  in  the  Town  Budget,  a  long  range  Road  Improve- 
ment Plan  should  be  initiated.

POLICE  DEPARTivlENT  REPORT 

Only  four  •'•active  special  police  officers  were  on  hand  at  the  start  of  1981.  They  in-  ' 

elude  myself.  Chief  Cami lie  Cote,  Lieutenant  Paul  Dewey- and  officers  Gary  Ray  and  Robert 

Assante.   Officer  Robert  Stevens  was  also  retained  to  perform  special  duties.  By  year 
end  we  nad  added  officers  Earle  Ray  III,  Peter  Lindahl  and  Richard  Marquis. 

Many  off-duty  hours  were  spent  to  help  curb  and  solve  crimes  particularly  burglaries, 
that  have  plagxied  the  townspeople.  A  series  of  break-ins  at  some  of  the  summer  resi- 
dences on  Pleasant  Lake  were  put  to  a  halt  with  the  arrest  of  two  subjects  from  the 
Manchester  area.  Other  burglaries  near  the  to-m   center  v^ere  solved  with  the  arrest  and 
conviction  of  another  out -of  town  subject.  Another  burglary  suspect  charged  with 
attempted  burglary  and  criminal  mischief  at  a  residence  on  Route  107  W  i"th,  has  been 
indicted  for  trial  by  the  Grand  Jury.   Trial  date  has  not  been  set  at  the  time  of  this 
writing.  Merrimack  Sheriff's  Department  and  the  Rockingham  County  Sheriff  s  Department, 
in  conjunction  with  our  police  department,  have  been  instrumental  in  the  solving  of 
another  group  of  burglaries  and  thefts  in  our  area  which  could  conceivably  account  for 
at  least  ten  bui-glaries.  Arrests  have  been  made  in  that  case  with  the  suspects  out  on 
bail  awaiting  trial.  Many  burglaries  have  been  linked  with  juvenile  offenders.  Some 
of  these  cases  are  still  pending  and  being  investigated.  We  have  had  approximately  67 
burglaries  reported  in  this  town  through  December  31;)  I9SI.      Countless  hours  have  gone 
into  investigations  which  brought  some  of  our  officers  to  areas  as  far  ava._,  as  West 
Swa  izey  Londonderry  Co  icord  Ma:.:chester,  etc. 
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Deerfield  as  the  largest  town  in  Rockiagbam  Couatj  ,,  will  require  additional  funding 
and  a  full  time  police  chief  if  the  police  department  is  to  be  more  efficient.  The 
telectmea  and  many  of  the  towns  citizens  share  our  view  in  regards  to  having  a  full 
time  police  officer. 

Special  tnanks  should  be  ^iven  to  the  many  Deerfield  citizens  for  their  aid  in  re  ■ 
latin^i,  iiiformation  relative  to  and  aiding  in  solving  crimes.  %  special  thanks  are 
e -tended,  but  not  limited  to,,  the  entire  Board  of  Selectmen,  all  past  and  present  police 
officers  of  this  tora,  all  State  County  and  neighboring-police  departments,  and  many 
others  who  have  played. an  important  role  in  assisting  our  department  in  many  ways. 

Although  I  am  resigning  as  Deerfield 's  Police  Chief.  I  plan  on  remaining  with  the 
Rockingham  County  Sheriff's  Depart.nent  of  which  I  have  been  a  member  for  seveial  years. 
Paul  Dewey  has  been  appointea  as  interim  Police  Chief  and  is  well  qualified  to  serve  as 
such.   It  has  been  a  pleasure  and  an  honor  to  have  served  the  Town  of  Deerfield.

DOG  OFFICER  REPORT 

As  of  March  19^1  I  assumed  the  obligations  of  the  dog  officer  for  the  town  of  Deerfieid. 
In  as  much  as  I  already  had  kennel  facilities  this  has  made  the  Job  much  easier. 

Most  all  of  the  animal  complaints  receivea  are  handled  regardless  of  the  nature  of  the 
complaint.  A  report  is  made  on  all  cases  investigated.   I  have  tried  to  respond  at  the 
time  of  the  call  or  at  least  no  later  than  the  next  day  if  the  call  is  in  the  evening. 
Emergency  animal  calls  are  handled  at  once. 

In  iVlarch  of  19^1  the  citizens  of  Deerfieid  voted  to  enforce  the  state  leash  law.   I 
have  been  very  lenient  in  its  enforcement  this  first  year  however,  beginning  in  1952 
Ovmers  of  unre^^istered  animals  and  owners  of  unleashed  animals  will  be  siuTimonsed  to 
court. 

In  19bO  there  were  217  dogs  licensed  in  Deerfieid.   In  19ol  there  were  273  dogs  licens 
ed  in  Deerfieid.  The  increase  \i?as  due  in  part  to  general  growth  and  also  due  to  having 
someone  enforcing  the  licensing  laws .   I  expect  to  see  over  325  dogs  registered  during 

I9b2.

The  Board  he,ld  nine  final  hearings  for  subdivisions  this  year  and  two  preliminary 
hearings.

b)  Non-residential  site  plan  review  regulations. 

In  addition,  the  first  hearing  was  held  October  ik .    1931  on  modifying  the  Mobile 
home  section  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  This  was  an  attempt  to  meet  the  intent  of  the 
new  law  Chapter  i+06  Senate  Bill  279. 

The  Deerfield  Zoning  Ordinance  meets  all  aspects  of  the  new  law  except  for  a  ratio 
factor,  building  permits  issued  for  mobile  homes  relative  to  conventional  homes ^  which 
was  not  addressed  by  the  new  statute.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  C0i>4MISSI0N 

The  Conservation  Conmiission  held  twelve  monthly  meetings,  generally  on  the  first  Monday 
at  7:^+5  P-  M.  at  the  library.   Soae  of  the  noteworthy  activities  of  the  Commission  in- 
cluded the  following: 

S 'pported  articles  at  the  Town  Meeting  to  appoint  a  study  coiutnittee  to  investigate  the 
feasibility  of  restoring  Freeses  Pond  with  an  appropriation  of  ij32;000.00.   Conservation 
Commission  members  Farr  and  McGarry  were  among  the  citizens  appointed  to  this  committee. 

The  Commission  also  introduced  an  amendiTient  to  the  warrant  article  on  the  sale  of  ta:c 
liens  property.  This  amendment  would  insure  that  the  Commission  and  the  Parks  and  Recre- 
ation CoiTunission  would  be  consulted  prior  to  the  sale  of  any  such  property  to  be  certain 
the  land  was  not  of  importance  to  either  Commission. 

The  Commission  sponsored  a  tree  planting  demonstration  on  Earth  Day  when  two  maple  trees 
were  planted  on  the  lawn  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  directly  opposite  the  Town  Hall. 
These  trees, were  intended  to  eventually  replace  the  elms  which  were  destroyed  by  disease 
and  were  removed. 

The  Commission  is  especially  concerned  with  the  loss  of  shade  trees  along  our  highways 
and  urges  residents  to  become  av/are  of  the  esthetics  and  importance  of  trees  to  our  Town. 

The  Comraission  held  a  regional  meeting  on  acid  rain  at  the  Community  Center  in  November. 
Conservation  Commissions  of  all  adjacent  towns  were  invited.  This  meeting  was  very  edu- 
cational and  it  emphasized  the  significance  of  this  environmental  problem.  Acid  precip- 
itation is  having  a  very  serious  cumulative  effect  upon  our  environment^  especially  as 
it  affects  future  generations.   Unfortunately,  the  attendance  at  this  meeting  could  have 
been  greater. 

Four  of  the  members  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  New  Hampshire  Association  of 
Conservation  Commissions  in  VJolfeboro.   Jim  Mclntyre  acted  as  Chairman  at  the  meeting  and 
Fred  McGarry  was  a  panelist  at  a  session  discussing  Freeses  Pond. 

Some  of  the  routine  worK.  of  the  Commission  included  support  of  a  bottle  bill,  processing 
fill  and  dredge  permits ^  advising  residents  of  the  provisions  and  requirements  of  the 
Scenic  Roads  Act,  and  arranging  vith  Ronald  Alie,  District  Fish  and  Game  Officer,  to  have 
work  done  by  sportsmen's  clubs  to  enhance  the  wildlife  habitat  at  the  McNeil  woods. 

Presently;,  the  Commission  is  preparing  a  complete  map  of  Town  and  State  owned  land  in 
Deerfield  and  is  working  on  wetlands  inventory  maps.  These  maps  will  likely  be  com- 
pleted in  19d2  and  recominendations  v/ill  be  developed  for  a  Wetlands  Conservation  District 
in  the  Town .

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RURAL  DISTRICT  HEALTH  COUNCIL,  INC.  REPORT 

As  the  federal  government  studies  the  cost  of  health  care  there  is  increased  inter- 
est in  home  care  and  preventive  medicine  as  methods  of  reducing  costs  and  improving 
health  services.  The  Rural  District  Health  Council  continues  to  qualify  as  a  certi- 
fied home  health  agency,  implementing  procedures  to  continue  to  provide  quality  care. 

The  priority  service  is  the  care  of  the  sick  program  which  provides  nursing  care, 
home  health  aide,  physical,  occupation,  and  speech  therapy  services.  This  pro^,ram  has 
provided  ^^677  visits  to  its'  member  towns  from  January  I98I  to  October  3I,  I98I. 

The  agency's  staff  also  conducts  elderly  health  screenings  en  Wednesday  afternoon. 
Adults  from  the  member  towns  are  welcome  to  attend  any  of  these  screenings.  The  first 
Wednesday  it  is  held  in  Farmihgton  at  the  Town  Hall,  second  Wednesday  in  Northwood  at 
the  Town  Ha3J.,  the  third  in  Harrington  at  the  Catholic  Community  C'  ater,  the  foui'th 
Wednesday  in  Milton  at  the  Milton  Health  Center.  They  all  start  at  1:00  P.M.  and  con- 
tinue until  all  Jiatients  are  seen.  The  screening  includefi  blood  pressure  checks,  dia- 
betes -  anemia  screenings ^  nutrition  counseling  for  special  diets  and  weight  control. 
This  program  has  provided  services  to  f>2'J   patients^  with  57  new  patients  enrolled  and 
23  referrals  made. 

The  child  health  program  is  an  active  program  with  73B  children  enrolled.  From 
January  I98I  -  Oct.  I98I,  5b  clinics  have  been  conducted  with  l,Ohf^   children  receiving 
physicals.  This  program  is  offered  to  all  children  from  any  of  the  member  towns  and 
includes   physical  examinations,  immunizations,  and  counseling  for  families  with  child- 
ren 0-6  years. 

A  Dental  program  is  also  held  for  children  ages  3-6  years  which  includes  cleaning 
and  flouride  treatments  twice  a  year  with  referrals  to  local  dentists  for  follow-up 
care  when  needed.   It  is  funded  by  the  Division  of  Public  Health,  Bureau  of  Pre-School 
Dental  Services.  The  program  provided  service  to  391  children. 

Home  visits  to  mothers  of  newborns  are  provided,  v/hen  re-Luested  by  patient  from  the 
hospital.  This  can  be  very  helpful  to  the  family  in  the  process  of  adjusting  to  the 
newborn.  Follow-up  visits  are  also  made  to  assure  continuity  of  care.  This  pi'Ogram 
is  funded  in  part  by  the  U.S.  Dept.  of  Health  and  Human  Services,  Bureau  of  Maternal  & 
Child  Health  Grant  and  the  Rural  District  Health  Council.  The  agency  coordinates  ser- 
vices with  the  Supplemental  Food  and  Nutrition  Education  Program  for  Women,  Infants  and 
Children  -(WIC)  in  conjunction  with  the  Strafford  County  Pre -Natal  Family  Planning  Pro 
gram.  Inc.  Foods  supplied  are  formula,  dairy  products,  fruit  juices  and  ceieals. 

The  Rural  District  Health  Council  with  the  cooperation  of  Frisbie  Memorial  Hospital 
provides  a  discharge  referral  coordinatoi'  kvfho  assists  the  Social  Service  Dept.  at  the 
hos.dtal  and  the  patient's  physician  to  continue  care  when  needed  from  the  hospital  00 
the  patient's  home.  The  hospital  fimds  this  program  in  part  with  the  Council.  281 
referrals  have  been  made.. 

The  Council  employees  dedicated  staff  v/ho  many  times  devote  themselves  above  and 
beyond  the  call  of  duty  reflecting  the  nurse  who  cares  for  people. 

The  Agency  receives  funds  from  grants.  United  Way,  town  appropriation.  Medicare, 
Medicaid  and  private  insurances.  A  bequest  to  the  Council  may  be  made  either  for  un- 
restricted use  in  furthering  the  general  purpose  of  the  Rural  District  Health  Council 
or  for  fciuch  special  or  restricted  purposes  as  the  donor  may  desire.  Memorial  gifts 
become  a  lasting  honor  to  the  memory  of  someone  special  such  as  a  relative  or  friend. 
An  acknowledgement  is  sent  to  the  family  without  disclosing  the  amount  of  the  gift. 
'All  gifts  to  the  agency  are  deductible  for  estate  and  income  tax  purposes. 
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The  Board  of  Directors  has  voted  to  hold  the  per  capita  at  $3.00  for  the  fiscal  year 
1982.  The  agency  has  seen  an  increase  in  revenue  and  will  apply  that  to  the  town  appro- 
priation. With  this  added  revenue  the  Finance  Committee  feels  the  Council  can  continue 
to  provide  the  many  needed  services  to  its'  member  towns. 

With  the  increasing  aged  population  our  special  mission  is  to  provide  programs  respon- 
sive to  the  community   and  to  coordinate  visiting  nurses  with  other  health  and  social 
service  agencies. 

During  the  past  year  the  Council  has  made  for  your  town  lij-5  nursing  visits,  208  home 
health  aide  visits  and  2k   therapy  visits;  there  have  been  ^+9  child  health  home  visits 
and  68  children  have  attended  the  child  healtli  program.

NEWMARKET  REGIONAL  HEALTH  CENTER,  INC.  REPORT 

In  1981,  the  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center  celebrated  its  10th  anniversary  and 
c pened  a  new  medical  facility,  the  Lamprey  River  Clinic,  in  Raymond,  N.H.  At  both  facil- 
ities, a  medical  program  is  operated,  providing  general  medical  care,  preventive  health 
services  and  an  extensive  community  outreach  program,  which  includes  preventive  screening 
clinics,  health  education  and  social  services.   In  198I,  the  health  center  initiated  a 
mental  health  linkage  program.  Ann  Bliss,  a  counselor,  was  hired  to  provide  mental 
health  services  which  consist  of  initial  intake  and  assessment,  short-term  counseling 
linkage  and  referral  to  area  mental  health  agencies. 

Medical  services  are  provided  by  Sarah  Oxnard,  M.D.,  Michael  Lewis,  R.P.A.,  and  Barbara 
Janeway,  M.S.N. ,  A.R.N. P.  In  July,  Peter  Friedensohn,  M.D.  joined  the  staff.  Dr.  oTried- 
ensohn  is  a  graduate  of  Dartmouth  Medical  School.  The  medical  team  includes  registered 
nurses,  medical  assistants  and  community  health  workers.  For  more  information  or  to  make 
a  medical  appointment,  call  659-3106  in  Newmarket,  895-5531  in  Raymond,  or  toll-free  in 
Newmarket  at  I-8OO-582-7279. 

The  Community  Health  Workers  coordinate  a  school  health  program  and  preventive  screen- 
ing clinics  to  detect  potential  health  hazards .  They  hold  informative  workshops  and  act 
as  liaison  between  the  medical  providers  and  the  patient. 

The  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center  also  operates  a  Senior  Citizen  Transportation 
Program.   In  I98I,  two  new  l8-passenger  busses  (with  hydraulic  lifts)  were  purchased, 
increasing  our  fleet  to  three  vehicles  e^iUipped  to  provide  services  to  individuals  con- 
fined to  a  wheelchair. 

The  transportation  seirvice  enables  seniors  to  remain  independent,  self -siofficient  and 
active  by  providing  rides  to  needed  services,  including  medical,  shopping  and  recreation- 
al trips.

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SOUTHERN  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  PLANNING  COMMISSION  REPORT 

Since  the  Commission's  last  report  to  the  Town,  Federal  budget  reductions  and  recess- 
ions have  hampered  efforts  to  sustain  the  level  of  staffing  and  the  varied  work  program 
to  which  our  member  communities  have  become  accustomed  over  the  past  fifteen  years. 

Budget  constraints  have  forced  the  Board  of  Commissioners  (your  appointed  represen- 
tatives) to  eliminate  oiie  technician  position,  reduce  the  combination  bookkeeper  and 
secretarial  position  to  a  part-time  bookkeeper  status,  and  most  recently ^  to  leave  the 
vacated  graphic  artist  slot  open.  Thus  far,  the  program  area  most  affected  has  been  the 
previously  HUD-State  supported  regional  planning  eleraefit.  A  severe  reduction  in  HUD  '701' 
funding,  and  elimination  of  the  State  match  to  help  support  the  Commission's  Fiscal  I982 
work  program,  forced  the  adoption  of  a  much -abbreviated  regional  planning  component . 

Despite  these  problems,  the  Commission  has  attempted  to  balance  the  needs  of  the  out- 
lying towns  with  those  of  the  central  city,  Manchester,  and  has  been  able,,  through  its 
regional,  transportation  -^.nd  local  planning  assistance  programs,  toi- continue  services  to 
local  officials.   In  the  form  of  various  reports,  special  studies,  technical  assistance, 
etc.,  member  communities  have  had  important  concerns  addressed  and  been  able  to  receive 
help  on  a  wide  range  of  issues.  Several  have  been  able  to  initiate  public  improvement 
projects  which  are  eligible  for  State  and  Federal  financial  assistance. 

During  the  past  year,  some  of  the  work  accomplished  under  the  regional  and  transpor- 
tation planning  elements  has  included: 

An  evaluation  of  progress-  made,  by  the  Commission,  toward  the  implementation  of 
previously -adopted  regional  land  use  and  housing  plans  (parts  of  the  regional 
comprehensive  plan); 

Publication  and  wide  distribution  of  our  newsletter,  "Project",  through  which 
timely  articles  and  news  items  on  a  wide  variety  of  subjects  ranging  from  recent 
court  decisions  on  planning  and  zoning  matters,  community  tax  base  analysis,  and 
the  use  of  performance  standards  for  new  development  evaluation,  to  water  ^.^uali- 
ty  management  have  been  brought  'to  the  attention  of  m-unicipal  officials  and  con- 
cerned citizens; 

A  seminar  for  General  Court  members  representing  the  Commission's  communities, 
during  which  they  had  an  opportunity  to  informally  discuss  our  responsibilities, 
programs,  services  and  relationship  with  the  towns  with  commissioners  and  staff; 

A^ workshop  on  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  conducted  for  the  benefit  of      • 
areawide  selectmen,  building  inspectors,  planning  board  members  and  the  general 
public; 

A  workshop  conducted  by  representatives  of  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Public 
Works  and  Highways  on  the  Department ' s  "5 -Year  Highway  Improvement  Program,  I98I- 
1985  for  the  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission  Subregion".  Municipal 
officials  and  the  public  were  invited  to  obtain  a  briefing  on  projects  in  their 
respective  communities  and  to  become  familiarized  with  the  project  qualification 
and  selection  process; 

The  completion  of  a  "Community  Recreation  Survey"  of  facilities,  programs,  finan- 
cing, staffing,  and  issues  through  interviews  with  officials  in  each  community. 
The  results  are  expected  to  be  published  by  the  Office  of  State  Planning  during 
the  Spring  of  1982: 
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Extensive  work,  by  Commissioners  and  staff,  with  area-wide  Boards  of  Selectmen  and 
members  of  the  New  Hampshire  Legislature  in  an  effort  to  correct  numerous  inequi- 
ties in  RSA  Chapter  566  which  will  seriously  impact  local  tax  rates  resulting  from 
implementation  of  the  State  Solid  Waste  Plan.   (Details  were  reported  in  the  Dec- 
ember, 1981  issue  of  "Project");  and 

Co-sponsored,  with  the  Nashua  Regional  Planning  Commission,  a  workshop  on  interpre- 
tation of  the  provisions  of  RSA  31:118  and  II9  regarding  zoning  for  mobile  homes. 
Staff  also  worked  with  the  legal  counsel  of  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association 
drafting  proposed  amendments  on  behalf  of  our  member  communities. 

Local  Planning  Assistance  Services

FREESES  POND  STUDY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

At  the  1981  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  Town  voted  to  establish  a  nine  member  committee 
to  review  the  options  available  to  the  Town  regarding  the  replacement  or  the  permanent 
elimination  of  the  dam  at  Freeses  Pond.  The  nine  members  appointed  to  the  Committee 
were :

Al  Daigle

Joanne  Wasson 

The  first  meeting  was  held  on  21  May  at  which  Fred  McGarry  was  elected  Chairman; 
Charlie  Copeland,  Vice  Chairman;  and  Joanne  Wasson,  Secretary.  The  Committee  met  seven 
times  on  a  monthly  basis. 

The  first  task  the  Committee  assigned  for  itself  was  to  learn  the  background  of  the 
events  which  led  to  the  removal  of  the  Freeses  Pond  dam.   Records  of  the  Water  Resources 
Board  were  reviewed  and  one  meeting  was  held  with  several  residents  of  Freeses  Pond  to 
determine  their  understanding  of  the  situation. 

It  was  also  necessary  to  determ"'ne  the  current  ownership  of  the  land.   It  was  foiind 
that  there  are  currently  three  property  oweners  of  the  bottom  land,  one  individual  owns 
the  easterly  side  and  two  individuals  own  bottom  land  on  the  westerly  side. 

The  Committee  decided  that  it  would  not  be  advisable  to  proceed  with  soils  explora- 
tion since  any  such  work  would  in  effect  be  trespassing  and  should  one  of  the  owners 
refuse  to  se.ll,  the  money  expended  in  soils  work  would  be  wasted.   It  was  decided  to 
pursue  the  acquisition  of  options  on  the  land  prior  to  conducting  any  other  work. 

Joe  Dubianski  met  with  the  two  largest  property  owners  to  determine  how  receptive 
they  would  be  to  selling  their  land.   Joe  prepared  a  form  to  be  used  for  obtaining  the 
options.  Following  a  meeting  with  the  Selectmen  informing  them  of  the  progress  of  the 
Com.raittee,  the  option  form  was  reviewed  by  Town  Counsel.  The  option  along  with  $50 
has  been  sent  to  the  owner  of  the  land  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  pond.  To  date  he 
has  not  returned  the  signed  ~i-tion. 

A  meeting  was  held  on  site  with  a  boring  contractor  to  determine  possible  cost  for 
subsurface  exploration  and  also  to  estimate  the  likelihood  of  finding  gravel  in  the 
area.   It  was  felt  that  there  was  a  strong  possibi'Mty  of  finding  gravel  on  the  east- 
erly side  of  the  pond.  The  westerly  side  appears  to  have  little  if  any^  saleable 
gravel. 
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The  Committee  was  not  able  to  complete  its  work  because  of  the  delays  experienced 
in  determining  ownership  of  the  bottom  land  and  obtaining  option  on  it.   It  appears 
necessary  that  in  order  to  complete  work,  the  Committee  will  have  to  be  extended  for 
another  year.

What  a  year  it  has  been  and  what  a  long  way  we've  all  come.   Looking  back  at  out  school 
district  meeting  in  March  of  tSl  ■  we  ended  that  meeting  with  the  people  in  this  town 
very  much  separated  in  support  of  our  educational  syctem. 

As  I  think  back  to  last  spring,  I  feel  very  proud  to  live  in  a  town  where  people  can  be 
apart  but  then  by  working  together,  listening  sharing  they  can  find  a  common  ground  to 
come  together.  The  public  support  the  School  Board  has  had  this  past  year  has  been  re 
warding.  As  we  have  tried  to  approach  our  problem  issues  in  an  open  and  creative  way  we 
have  done  so  feeling  that  this  tov/n  was  open  and  supportive  of  our  decisions.   Change  is 
not  always  easy  especially  when  it  influences  oui  daily  routines  and  activities. 

We^  on  the  Boards  deeply  appreciate  this  town's  support  of  our  if-day  week  concept  and 
all  its  implications.   I'd  like  to  especially  thank  the  Citizen's  Advisory  Committee,  our 
principal^  Peter  Sweet,  our  staff  -  (which  has  been  committed  and  responsive  to  our  schoo: 
and  our  children) ^  parents^  citizens  in  the  coiimiunity,,  our  Coiimunity/School  Coordinator,, 
Suzie  Sherburne,  and  our  superintendent  Georg?  Blaisdell.   Without  the  support  and  efforts 
of  all  these  people,  we  on  the  School  Board  would  never  have  been  able  to  deal  with  the 
issues  that  affect  our  pocketbook  and  the  education  of  our  children  with  some  success. 
We  thank  you  all. 

The  School  Board  has  continued  to  v,'ork  on  issues  of  energy  conservation,  building  main^ 
tenance^  insurance,  policy  concerns,  transportation  and  high  school  attendance. 

The  Citizen's  Advisory  Committee  has  been  diligent  in  attaining  their  original  objec- 
tives. We  applaud  their  efforts  and  appreciate  all  the  tim:;  and  support  they've  given  - 
as  a  cojTiiiiittee  and  individually  -  for  the  school  district.   Their  report  to  the  School 
Board  and  town  is  as  follows;

Hiria^  teacher  evaluation  staff  development  coinpete  ic^ 
review  aad  curricular  iTOrk  would  in  our  judgement  "be  better  managed  for  Deerfie  d  pri 
marily  iii  Deerfield.   Hcrevei'  we  ao  not  want  to  fix  the  role  of  our  new  supeilnteadent 
If,  at  the  ti.ne  of  the  iie^t   regular  scnool  district  .uieeting,  the  board  is  not  satisfied 
that  Deerfield  is  receivi.ig  e^30  000  woi'th  of  services  from  S.  U.  7/o3  then  a  committee 
should  be  charged  with  developing  an  alternative.   Several  options  which  should  be  con- 
sidered are: 

1.  Joining  another  S.  U.  '  . 

2.  Forminti  a  new  autonomous  S.  U.   . 

3-  Seeking  let^islative  redress  allowing  Deerfield  to  develop  its  own  administrative 
structure  -  perhaps  combining  town  and  school  district  support  in  a  single  office. 

This  would  be  a  major  undertaking,.  Substantial  political  and  legal  work  would  be  re 
quired.   It  may  be  necessary  to  hire  a  researcher/ lobb;yist.  for  some  peilod. 


k.     We  feel  this  coim.dttee  nas  played  a  constructive  i-ole  uuring  its  tenure   as  a 
sounding  board  for  the  school  board  as  a  liaison  with  the  couMui^ity  as  a  conduit 
particularly  for  the  views  of  our  most  experienced  generation.   If  the  board  chooses  to 
continue  the  coiikiiittee  it  shoulu  take  care  to  appoint  a  diverse  and  representative 
membership  -  by  nei^hDorhood  a^e     background  and  interests.

Interns  irom  IMH  Graduate  Program,  Paula 
Jacobson  Music.  Althea  Wolfe,  Art,  Gary  Gelinas,  Physical  Education^  Judy  Capelle  Title 
l/Special  Ed.  Aide,  Paula  Amazeeii  Special  Ed.  Aide,  Tracy  Scott  Lunchroom  Director,  and 
Dorotihy  Ross  Lunchrooni  Woi-ker. 

Our  new-found  status  as  the  first  community  iii  the  Eastern  Uiiited  States  to  expexlment 
with  the  four  day  week,  has  brought  with  it  iiation-wide  attention  as  well  as  a  new-  chal 
lenge.  As  we  approacn  the  inid-way  point  of  the  first  year  of  implementation ^  the  staff 
at  the  George  B.  'vhite  and  the  citizens  of  Deerfield  deserve  a  tremendous  amount  of  credit 
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ior   the  er.perimeat  ■  s  initial  sacotss.   Altiiou^h  xt  is  greja-are   to  evaluate  the  merito  of 
the  four  day  week;,  the  increase  of  comfluaity  involvement  rfith  the  school  has  become  a 
valuable  asset.   In  addition,  the  staff  has  shovai  a  high  level  of  dedication  as  evidenced 
by  their  willingness  to  assixne  the  extra  demands  that  have  been  placea  upon  them. 

There  have  been  other  positive  changes  implementea  this  year  in  addition  to  the  four  • 
day  week.  The  Atkinson  '.'ritin^  Progran  has  been  introduced  by  Bobbi  Clapp  and  Jane 
Miller.  After  reading  some  of  the  published  manuscripts  from  their  children^  one  can 
only  marvel  at  their  accomplishments.  Also  we  have  been  able  to  reduce  our  Special  Ed- 
ucation Out  of  District  placements  by  developing  these  services  v;ithin  our  school.   This 
has  proven  to  be  most  successful  both  in  terms  of  q,uality  education  anu  by  being  cost  - 
efficient.

REPORT  OF  TIjH  SUrSRINTENDEWT  OF  SCHOOLS 

As  a  new  observer  of  the  Deorfield  School  District^  I  have  been  impressed  with  the 
cooperative  efforts  between  the  school  administrati  n  and  staff,  the  comm.unity  and  the 
members  of  the  School  Board,   kfhije  the  "'Four  Day  Week'  has  been  the  primary  focus  for 
tnose  efforts.   The  spirit  of  coopei-ation  wh-ch  exists  has  benf^fits  beyond  that  topic 
and  serves  as  a  foundation  for  examining  what  we  want  our^  school  to  be  and  to  do. 

A  significant  effort  has  gone  into  the  planning  and  implementing  of  the  h   day  week 
program.   The  planning  has  caused  us  to  exp.mine  oui"  curriculum  in  some  detail  as  well  as 
th'^  methods  and  materials  used  to  teach  that  curriculimi.   Staff  representatives  from  the 
State  Department  of  Education  have  visited  the  school  frequently  both  to  observe  our  pro- 
gram and  to  make  suggestions  for  imprcA-ement .   From  my  perspective^  Petez-  Sweet  and  the 
staff  have  done  and  are  doing  an  outstanding  job  of  dealing  with  all  issues  which  have 
ari.:en  thus  far.   Judy  Bush,;  Chairperson  of  the  School  Board  peter  Sweet  and  I  have  met 
with  Dr.  Robert  Brunelle,  Commissioner  cf  Education  to  revj.ew  our  progress  and  to  plan 
•.J.   series  of  reports  to  the  State  Board  of  Education .   The  State  Board  will  decide ,  late 
in  this  current  school  year  whether  or  net  to  allow  us  to  continue  with  the  k   day  program 
in  the  future. 

My  observations  of  all  teacners  v/ithin  the  school  district  have  been  very  encouraging 
to  me.   I  saw  a  good  program  competently  taught  by  professional  educators.   You  can  feel 
proud  of  the  dedicated  staff  you  have.   They  represent  a  real  asset  to  your  school. 
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Their  staff  development  efforts,  reouired  by  the  state,  are  quite  good.  As  I  have  re    ■■ 
viewed  their  pla^is  and  their  in  .-service  training  programs,  I  have  been  impressed  with 
their  efforts.  jl 

The  school  is  making  significant,  progress  in  its  goal  of  educating  all  possible  special 
needs  students  within  the  George  B.  White  School.   It  is  very  rewarding  to  see  the  pro-  ^ 
gress  being  made  by  these  youngsters.   Jaclyn  Adams ^  Special  Education  Administrator  for  ■ 
School  Administrative  Unit  (SAU)  7,-53  has  worked  closely  with  the  Deerfield  staff  to  plan 
appropriate  progi-ams  for  these  students.   The  district  has  also  realized  some  cost  savings 
due  to  this  approach.  ■ 

Federal  funds  for  the  district  are  used  exclusively  for  programs,  within  the  district 
and  are  managed  by  the  SAU  office.   These  monies  allow  us  to  supplement  our  program  at   || 
the  school.  Facing  a  time  of  declining  federal  and  state  revenues  we  shall  have  to  re-  p 
view  our  needs  and  resources  very  carefully  to  continue  to  meet  oar  students '  educational 
needs . 


Dr.  Gerald  Croteau_,  former  Superintendent  of  Schools,  resigned  late  in  the  year  and 
moved  to  another  Supeilntendency  in  another  state.  The  SAU  Board  hired  Ms.  Patsy  Baugh 
to  be  Interim  Superintendent  until  the  position  v/as  filled.  Following  an  extensive 
selection  process  I  xras  hired  and  began  as  your  Superintendent  on  October  5th.   I  have 
met  on  a  nuniber  of  occasions  with  representatives  of  the  Deerfield  Citizens  Advisory 
Coimaittee  to  hear  their  concerns  about  the  SAU  office  in  ordei-  to  make  plans  to  address 
those  concerns.   The  iixformation  provided  by  the  COiTimittee  has  been  very  helpful  in 
setting  rfork  priorities  v/ithin  the  central  office. 

A  comprehensive  study  of  the  SAU  office  is  currently  being  performed  by  staff  from  I 
the  Center  for  Educational  Field  Services  from  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  It  is  ' 
my  sincere  hope  that  this  study  will  assist  us  in  providing  cost  effective  services  re 
CLuired  of  the  SAU  office  for  all  tovms  with  the  SAU  district. 
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I  very  much  appreciate  the  efforts  of  the  School  Boards  staff,,  and  community  residents 
in  assisting  me  to  get  started  in  a  new  job  and  look  forward  to  working  with  you  on  be 
half  of  our  students  in  the  future.
